From the 16th to the 24th of December, 1868. 
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Tar Lawrence Gazette, of the 20th of November, opens with 
the arguments raised against native female education. The 
replies-are given by this paper in farvour-of the measure. In re- 
gard to the first point, the editor says :— Look into the Hindee 
work in the Mah&bharat; the title of the grand epic poem of 
the Hindoos by Vyasdeva, what arguments took place between 
Rajah Januk and the woman Sulba, who is said to have answered 
all his questions by references to Hindee and Mahomedan 
rules, which proved that.she had been educated ; besides this, 
other Hindee books were quoted.” 


‘©On the second point, viz., learning is only beneficial to 
those who seek employment, the eulogium of knowledge is to 
understand its purpose; and so it is with the Shastras, viz., to 
give advice: when such is the case, it is downright folly to 
deprive women of the knowledge of the Shastras; and to think 


that learning is only necessary for employment is erroneous ; 


because to acquire knowledge is to acquire natural history ; 
and whether it be in man or woman, it is so superior that it 
leads the pure spirit to its Maker. If this is looked into fairly, 


it will be seen that especially by knowledge women attain to. 


great benefits ; but out of the many only a few aro cited. 
First, to know God; second, to know the sacred rites of religion; 
third, to keep clear of evil customs and infidelity ; fourth, to’ 
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‘become perfect in the management of their households ; fifth, 


to increase one’s knowledge by arguing with others; sixth, 

the correspondence between husband and | wife i is kept secret ; 
seventh, the acquirement of correct morals, by which bistiaaia 
and wife gain happiness in‘lifé}-éighth, to bring up their 
children } in the right. path 5 ninth, to acquire good conver- 
sation; tenth, to understand their duty to their parents and 
husbands. In short, itis benéficial in every way to educate 
women. To say that women are apt to become proud by 
education, is false; for by learning they will lose pride and 
ignorance, and when pride is put aside, they will raise no 
objections to household work of any description. Tosay that 
women have no leisure from their: household ‘work to learn is 
wrong; women have work to do only twice in the twenty- 
four hours, when they cook ; so that ifa portion of their lei- 
sure was set apart for learning, it would not be very much. 

In the Padumpooran Turut Mahateem it: is written -—* The 
bullock treading - out the corn works all day for his master ; 
but still, at some time or other, he puts down his mouth to 
seize a bit of food ;’ in the same: way, women ought to appoint 
some time for learning.” The remainder is merely a repéeti- 
tion of what hasalready been written ; but concerning the objee- 
tion advanced that grown-up girls would have to be taught 
by men, the writer says that this is “ quite unnecessary, as they 
may be taught: by women ; and their own brothers, or other 
male members of their families could teach them ; and itis 


quite a false idea to suppose that only males possess a talent 
for learning.” 


A correspondent writes from Peshawur, that the Ameer 
Shere Ali Khan wishes to seek aid from the British. Govern- 
ment, and that there should be British rule from Peshawur 
to Jellalabad. The writer adds:—** Let us see if the Govern- 
ment approves of this. To our thinking, if the Ameer wants 
pecuniary aid, the Government ought’ not to refuse it ; because, 
in the present state of affairs, nothing but plunder and blood- 
shed takes place.

&e., &c. The writer tells how they used to sélect some. suitable 
officer, who performed the combined duties of Governor-Gene- 
ral and Commander-in-Chief, from which arrangement many 
evils resulted; ' &., &e. The writer proceeds ‘to relate the 
terms of the charter, and how matters: progressed, ‘until it 


became apparent to Parliament that avarice was the besetting 


sin of the Company, and'a Governor-General, with'a Council of 


four members, ‘was appointed ; &c., &. The writet proceeds to 


state, that in'the time of Lord Dalhousie, the province of Oudh, 
owing to the misrulé and neglect of the King,’ was taken over 
by the English ; ‘‘ then the rebellion broke out, and was quickly
